Under the forcing influences of the ex- 
ceptional heat, wheats have made a 
fortnight's progress during the week. 
Before the close of the present week 
the harvest will have commenced all 
over the country, and should the dry 
weather continue, a large proportion ol 
the new crop will be threshed from the 
fields without stacking. Red maggots 
are alarmingly prevalent in some dis- 
tricts. 
Native wheat is so scarce that 


the fresh supply is regarded somewhat 
curiousty. Prices were firm and the 
top quotations were some times exceed- 
ed for the best samples. 
The attempts 


to enhance the rates for other kinds 
proved abortive. la foreign the trade 
was firm. On millers' there was not an 
advance in prices, which are unchanged, 
except for grades, which fractionally 
improved. 
Sellers, however, are firm 


in their demands, which are sustained 
by moderate supplies. 
It may be taken 


for granted that the American exporta- 
ble surplus is only a secondary consid- 
eration in the present firmness of trade. 
Whilst speculative prices in America 
have been advancing, rates here were 
stationary on account of the scarcity. 
British millers think to buy cheaper 
than at New York prices during the 
week. 
Trade has been slow on the 


spot, but prices were maintained. The 
floating bulk was decreased by 92,000 
quarters during the week. 
Country 


flour is scarce in London. 
The best 


makes sell easily at full rates. 
Foreign 


is in small supply and assisted the sell- 
er. 
Maize on spot is firm and-unchang- 


ed, 
Everything else is 
unchanged. 


The sales of English wheat dnring the 
week were 13,683 quarters at 46s lOd 
per quarter, against 17,702 quarters at 
43s 6d, the corresponding week of last 
year.
